The vote lor Beckham in 1900 was 
233 052 and Yerkes 229.463, which 
shows a falling off of 15,982 Irom the 
Beckham vote and 24 086 Irom the 
Yerkea vote. 

One of the surprises brought out 
by the announcement of the official 
vote waa the showing ol the Socialist 
who polled over 100 more votes than 
the Populist. The Prohibition vote 
was also surprisingly strong, while 
the claims ot the Popnlists, who, be- 
fore the election, expected to make an 
unusually go id showing, appear to 
have been'founded on sand. 

The report shows the plurality ot 
the Democrats and Republicans to 
be 11,893. but they tailed, by 1,425 
votes, of seccnring a majority ot a'l 
votes cast.

Court of Appeals Reverses Death 
Sentence Imposed by Special 
Judge Robbins. 



The St. Louis World’s Fair has 
made, according to police, hie and 
hospital reports, not only a creditable 
showing by the lack of crime and 
casualties, but bs compared with the 
Chicago and Buffalo expositions, the 
facta and figures are remarkable. 

There was more crime committed 
on the opening days at Chicago and 
Bufialo expositions than through 
out the whole period at St. Louis 
Pickpockets and highwaymen operat- 
ed extensively In both places, while 
Chief of Detectives Desmond chal- 
lenges anybody to cite a single in- 
stance where a professional pick- 
pocket or a highway robber has op- 
erated within the big iron fence that 
circles the 1 24 > acres ol exposition 
property.

The Coutt ol Appeals of Kentucky 
last Tuesday by a vote ol four to three 
reversed th. - verdict and sentence ot 
the Scott County Circuit Court con- 
fdeoining Caleb Powers to death for 
alleged compllcl< y in the asanssina- 
tton ot William Goebel which glv«s 
the accused a new trial. 

Chiel Justice Burnam and Judges 
O' Rear. Baker and Settle, the first 
( two Republicans and the last two 
DtniocratM, constituted the majority 
ol the Court in favor ol a new trial 
for Powers, and Judge Barker, ol 
Louisville, wrote and delivered the 
opinion ol the court. 

Judges Pnvnter, Hob ion and Nunn, 
ail Democrats, united in a dissenting 
opinion sustaining the Scott Circuit 
Court, which was written and deliv- 
ered by Judge P*ynt«r. 

Chief lusttce Burnam and Judges 
^gD’Rear and Barker united in a sepa- 
rate opinion, delivered by Judge Bar- 
ker, declaring that a Federal ques- 
tion was involvtd in the case, ss con- 
tended by Caleb Powers’ attorneys; 
while Judges Settle. I’aynter, Hobson 
and Nunn, a majority ol the Court, 
united In declaring that the case did 
not present a Federal question, so 
that this phase of the case cut no 
fignre In the reversal of the death 
sentence. 

The Court of Appeals reversed the 
Scott Circuit Court on three grounds, 
briefly as follows: First, that the lower 
court refused to give defendant time 
i/'.Slhlch to discover and file addition- 
al'gTounds for a new trial, second, be 
cause sentence was pronounced on the 
same day the verdict was returned; 
third, because of remarks of Attorney 
Thomas Campbell for the Common- 
wealth wherein he referred to the Jim 
Howard case. 

This is the third verdict against 
Powers reversed in the Court oi Ap- 
peals, the first two trials having re- 
sulted in life imprisonment sentences 
and the last in a death sentence 
Judge Cantrlll sat in the first two 
trials and Judge Robins, of May- 
field, appointed by (fov. Beckham, 
preaided at the last trial, when Powers 
made his famous speech in his own 
ft defense. 

* The case will now be sent back to 
the Scbtt Circuit Court for a new 
trial. Judge Cantrlll has been inca 
pacitated for holding court since he 
was paralyzed last summer, and he 
will resign from the Circuit Court to 
take his seat on the Court ot Appeals 
bench the first ol January, as the suc- 
cessor of Chief Justice Burnam from 
the Fifth Appelate district. Govern- 
or Beckham will have the appoint- 
ment of Judge CantrlU’s temporary 
successor on the Circuit bench of the 
" district comprising Scott, Woodford, 
franklin and Bourborn counties, who 
will serve until the election next No- 
vembet, when a Judge will be elected 
for the remaining four years of the 
original six years’ term. 

The Powers case will undoubtedly 
go over till early in the new year 
when it will naturally ba tried before 
the new judge appointed by the Gov- 
ernor to succeed Cantrlll. 

This is the third time that the Pow 

era case has been reversed. On the first 

trial the jury iound a verdict ol guilty 
^ and the sentence was imprisonment 
tor life; the second trial resulted in 
the same verdict and the same sen- 
tence. The third trial resulted in a 
sentence of death; and it is from this 
that Powers is now relieved by the 
-decision of the Court of Appeals. 

Caleb Powers is a native of Eastern 
Kentucky, and was born near Bar- 
bourville. He was educated at Centre 
College, and in 1899 waa a candidate 
for Secretary of State, on the name 
ticket with W. S. Taylor, at the time 
of the Goebel-Taylor election. He 
waa given the certificate of election,

Fox would get his head under the j 
pole, lift it out of the fork, carry , 
it back out of his way and drop it, j 
then jump over the fence on to the 
>ike, and to reach the cornfield he 
lad to pass between the house and 
jam. The house being about fifty 
feet from the road, he would take 
the gutter farthest from the build- 
ing until he was out of hearing of 
those in the house and then take the 
middle of the road. When he got ! 
to the cornfield he selected a place 
to get in under a tree, which ob- 
structed the fence somewhat, and 
jumped in and ate what corn he 
wanted. Then he went back the 
same wav. In the morning he would 
bo with the other horses, looking as 
innocent as a lamb. He had kept 
this up for several nights before we 
caught him.

DEATH II THE FUMES, 

Two Children Dead and Moth- 
er Will Not Live. 

Little one Cried for Mother’s Aid 
While the Flames 
Choked it. 

Probably the m< s’, pathetic disaster 
in the history of Breckenridge county 
eras the burning of Letcher Brown’s 
home, near Sample, last Thursday 
afternoon and the subsequent loss of 
life, says the Breckenridge News. 
One child was burned to deat him the 
fire, another died Friday alternoon 
from the burns it received, and Mrs. 
Brown is so bidly burned that her 
physician says she cainot live. 

The charred bones of the child which 
lost its life in the fire and the remains 
of the child which died Friday, were 
placed in one casket and buried at 
Sample Tuesday alternoon. 

When the fire occurred Mrs. Brown 
was washing near the hiusi and Mr. 
Brown was at work on a cjunty road 
a mile or so away, at overseer of the 
Stephensport district. The two chil- 
dren who were burned and another 
child, a five-year-old boy bad been 
left alone in the house. Two older 
children were at schocl. 

It was about 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon when Mrs. Brown receved the 
first knowledge ol the presence of fire 
in the house. The five year-old boy 
was pounding on the inside of the 
door to the living room and crying 
far his mother. When she opened 
the door a mass of fl tines swept out. 
The oldest child ran out of the door 
and thus escaped from the burning 
dwelling, but, on the bed, lay a little 
boy of three years, and, in its cradle, 
a two-months-old infant — both asleep. 
Unhesitatingly the mother rushed in- 
to the room, picked up both children 
and tried to make her escape through 
the dining room and kitchen, the 
back part ol the dwelling. Her cloth- 
ing and those of the children were on 
fire, the smoke and heat choked her, 
but, unflinchingly, she pushed on, 
passed on tbrogh the dining room and 
into the kitchen. But here, suffocat- 
ed beyond human enduraace.she fell. 
And the last she remembered was 
that she was m’ling out ol the kitch- 
en end into the yard. And as she 
went, but how she knew not, she 
dipped the btby into a tub of water 
andltben clasped it to her breast. But 
one other baby, older but ts dear to 
her, waa left behind, and, as she lost 
consciousness, she heard it crying to 
her to come and get it.

Tobacco Growers’ Convention. 

Narrows. K>\, Nov. 29. 1904. 

Editor Hartford Republican:— 
According to previous call of the 
National Union of the A. S. of E , the 
National Tobacco Growers' Conven- 
tion convened in Lynchburgh, Y’a., 
Novemb-r 10 and 11, and after proper 
preliminaries proceeded to the trans 
action of the business for which it 
had been called, viz: The setting of 

an equitable price on the 1904 crop of 
tobacco. After deliberately consider- 
ing the tobacco situation from every 
standpoint the following scale of 
prices were adopted: 

For Virginia dark tobtcco, $9.00 
per hundred: for Virginia bright to 
btcco, $12.00 per hundred; for Ken- 
tucky dark tobacco, $8.00 per hun- 
dred; for Kentucky hurley grown in 
dark district, $12.00 per hundred. 

The above are the minimum prices 
below which farmers should not sell 
Considering the very small percent- 
age of crop grown this year these 
prices should be easily realized and 
j farmers generally are earnestly re- 
quested to co-operate in securing 
these prices to the end that we may 
he ensb'ed to receive a reasonable 
portion of the fruits of our toil, and 
that we should not be content to re- 
main mere hewers oi wood and draw- 
ers of water but should realize the 
importance of our position in the 
business world and determine that 
henceforth we must be consulted in 
regard to terms and conditions upon 
which we are to part with our prod- 
ucts. 

Brother farmers, the present sys- 
tem or rather lack of system in mark- 
eting our products has brought us to 
whore we can't make ends meet 
Therefore we should study the matter 
of controlled marketing for therein 
lies our prcspects for future success.
